Hegisler, Uogisler, Register, wag llio biilUe 
crj of a prent political parly ill England 
tweotjr jears pgo, and we-dceire to address 
the same warning to those of our readers 
who rrum niij change ol qiiulificnlioti inuy 
find it nccL'ssriry to reiji-itcr a frt'^li claim, or 
wliii have talien up iheir resilience in tlie 
colony since this time lasi year. Tliose wlio 
Imve a right to a vote ehould by no means 
fail in claiming it. The frauehise is a privi- 
Ie;;e that from time inimeraorial has been 
held dear by all civilized men. In culunies 
iomo aflect to regard it liylilly. hnt the lime 
will come sooner or later when llie i'.\L'rci.--o 
ot the right of voting' niuJt be reco^nisod 
as of importance to each,individual, and when 
the lime oomes for voting, it is lou late to regis 
tet. Whether a tnau thinka ho will desire to 
record his vote or not, ho sliimid no' neglect 
to secure to himself, so I'ar as pussible, the 
right of doing so. The gain or loss ol" iin 
elaclioii may turn upon a single vcte, and 
the carriage or rejection of u mcaBuro may 
bo inflnenoed by, that ekotioo. Jti in* duly, 
that every "man owes to society arid to'bim- 
aalf, to Bcuuro Ids right of voting for the re- 
turn of members for Ilie district in wliicli lie 
livw. Circumstances may possibly arise which 
will give occasion (or a general election with- 
io the present year, and »ve should all bo pre- 
pared for it, onoe projierly on the register 
and the work is done until the property for 
which you are registered has jjas-sod out of 
your hands. You become a member of a 
constituent porliou of the people, and iubetil 
one of the chiet rigiils of citizenship. 

Many people choose to think that Iho 
privilege of voting is not pj so muob conse- 
quence bare as iti England, this is a fallacy 
which cannot be too severely deprecated ; as 
the business of each individnal ia of more 
conseqnenco to himself here, than tiic busi- 
ness of the «holo worlil onlsido, so is tliu 
course of events and the internal policy of 
our qwfl eolpoj. of more importance to each 
one of '(19 'than 'the folo of empires and king- 
doms in tho old world. Few think the exer- 
cise of the franehise other than a privilege 
at home. A few year-j residence in a colony 
will show that it is iiiutiilis mnlandis a great- 
er privilege where the population is so much 
•mallbri tbanwat home.' VVe-waitl; ieminJ 
our readers that they have little more than a 
week from this present time to register tneir 
claims to vote. It is but little trouble, and 
the neglect of registering >?ilhiu the time 
may uausc annoyance hereafter when it is too 
late. Wo heartily call upon all good citizens 
who arc not at the present time rcgisteied 
voters, to lose no time in sending in their 
claims to the sheriff. 

AVo are always glad to hear practical uiin- 
erg speak out on matters connected with 
mining, on which thoy are better (luulified to 
spoalc than any amateurs in mining matters. 
Our correspondent, " Miner," in yesterday's 
iesuB gives some very valuable suggestions on 
the subject of a " Bed-rock Fiumo for Wil- 
liams Creek.'" The only drawback that vo 
can see to cartyins out such on undertaking 
is Ibe expense. To do the work thoroughly 
will require an outlay of capital, that we can- 
not expect any individual miner, or even com 
panies to incur. It will be necessary fur the 
whole body of miners along the beil rf VVil- 
liams Creek to join in completing the under- 
taking, and it would bo far better for the 
movometit to be general. It is porfecliy true, 
as our correspondent, snggesis, that the work 
might be done in sections, by dilTerebt parties 
of miners beginning at different parts of the 
creek, bu' unless the work were commenced 
on a plain and distinct understanding that 
tho labor was to be general, the parlies com- 
raencing it would he running the risk uf 
losing, jtheir .nioaey and tbOj value, of their 
labor." 'Uutii "his Excellency has signified 
his approval of the laws Euhmitted to 
hira liy the Mining Board, it is impossible 
for miners to know with any certiiiiity 
what will ba their position in respect of 
this and several other matters. Wo prcsnmo 
that inasmnch na the Legislative Council for 
British Columbia is convened to meet at 
New Westminster on the lOlh inst., His K.v- 
ecllency will not proclaim the by-laws to bo 
law until they havo been passed by the 
Council. There can be little doubt of ihcir 
passing 'n substance us they stand at present. 
It is very probable that amendments and al- 
terations may he made, but the tenor of them 
will in all likelihood bo the same, having 
been votei and framed by a body ol men, 
elected by the miners of Williams Creek as 
tho best qualiUed to protect Ihcir interests in 
respect of mining rpiestions, and being them- 
selvoH practically ucriuainled with raining on 
AVilliams Creek, and, speaking of tho majo- 
rity of them, in other paru of the world as 
well, wa cannot Ruppose it likely that their 
suggestions will bo overruled by the l.riu'i.i- 
Istive Councilor by His Kxcellency U is 
to he hoped that there will not be much 
delay in bringing these laws befpra the 
Council, some little time must necessarily 
elapse before any bills brought betore them 
can pass into law confirmed by the Governor. 
Jiufore any measure can pass in the ordinary 
course through i'.s loailings in iho Council, 
the greater part of this month will be gone. 
It is very important that those minora who 
are ^e^,iding at San Francisco, or in otlier 
parts outside the two Colonies, should bayo 
inlormntion as enrly '^s posibfe, bs to what 
tho laws which are to govern mining opcra- 

' tions for the present year are to be. Ui March 
they will bo thinking of mnking iheir nr- 
rangeir.unls for the sesson, and upon the state, 
of the law respecting holding claims will in 
ft groat ro9asure,depend the amount of cap!- 
Itl which will be brought into circuluiion at 

' ibemineB. Ills therefore highly desirable 
that Ibera should be no delay in pushing those 
■ ineasuros which nfleet minir.g operations in 
anyway ihrou?h the Counoil, ev^n to the 
cvclusion of others which are not of 'such 
practical importaoce.
